Equal For All 

Social Security 
Scheme Before 
British House

LONDON, Jan. 30.—(CP)—An 
all-inclusive social security plan— | 
costing the same amount for a 
duke or a ditch-digger and giving 
each the same benefits regardless 
of need-—has been laid before par- 
liament by Britain's Labor govern- 
ment. | 

THE STANDARD BENEFIT rate 
is 26 shillings a week. | 

The cost to the treasury will be | 
£118,000,000 ($525,100,000) for the| 
year ending March, 1949, but by 
1978 the. government -witll “be -valied 
on to pay £452,000, or just over 
half the total cobtoteedioes by the 
state and individuals. 

The bill is expected to go through | 
this year and it is estimated it will | 
be in full effect by 1948. It will be 
formally introduced to the House | 
of Commons in a few days.

Hitler Gave Order 
Execute Deportees 


NUERNBERG, Jan. 30.— (AP)— 
Adolf Hitler himself enunciated the 
Nazi policy of executing deportees 
in order to intimidate the popula- 
tions of subjugated European coun- 
tries, French Prosecutor Charles 
Dubost told the international mili- 
tary tribunal today. 

M. Dubost submitted to the war 
crimes court a document he de- 
scribed as a directive from the 
German high command instructing

was ordered by Hitler, who said: 

“Effective, lasting intimidation of 
the population cannot be achieved 
except by the death penalty or by 
measures which leave the criminal's 
(deportee's) close relations and 
the population ignorant of his fate.”

NUERNBERG, Jan. 30.—(AP)— 
Secret documents hitherto unpub- 
lished say the late President Roose- 
velt, Winston Churchill, Britain's 
wartime prime minister, and high 
Vatican officials had fore-know- 
ledge of the bomb plot against 
Adolf Hitler months before it hap- 
pened in 1944. 

Field Marshal Baron Karl Gustaf 
Mannerheim of Finland and Mar- 
shal Pietro Badoglio of Italy were 
among others named in these docu- 
ments as being familiar with “Pian 
Valkyrie,” the code name for the 
July 20 assassination attempt. 

A SWORN STATEMENT by Dr. 
Immanuel Schaeffer, a propaganda 
expert under Goebbels, said Mr. 
Churchill was informed by a 
Swedish industrialist who operated 
as liaison between  anti-Hitler 
forces and the British government. 

An authoritative Allied source 
has stated that President Roosevelt 
received progress reports of the 
plot from operatives of the office 
of strategie services in Switzerland 
who maintained contact with the 
conspirators through an anti-Nazi 
member of the German diplomatic 
mission in Bern, 


Court Awards 
Vet Damages 
For Lost Love 


VANCOUVER, Jan. 30—(CP)— 
—Mr, Justice A. M. Manson in 
supreme court here yesterday or- 
dered Harry Stewart of Vancou- 
ver to pay $5,000 damages to 
Lawrence Johnson, once a pris- 
oner-of-war in Germany, Stewart 
had been named co-respondent in 
a successful divorce action by 
Johnson, 

Johnson, a member of the 
South Saskatchewan Regiment, 
was taken prisoner at Dieppe. He 
testified that when he returned 
home a few months ago he found 
his wife had two children of 
whom he was not the father. 

In awarding the damages, Mr.

Iranian Premier

Hitler Planned 
Invade Vatican 


NUERNBERG, Jan. 30—(Reuters) 
—Immediately after the Italian sur- 
render in 1943 Hitler planned to 
send German groups into Vatican 
City to seize all Vatican records, 
it was disclosed in a document 
which is in the possession of the 
Nuernberg prosecuting team but 
which will not be used as evidence 
in the trials. 

The document consists of the 
minutes of a Hitler conference in 
Berlin, attended by Field Marshal 
Albert von Kesselring, then Ger- 
man commander in Italy. 

AFTER MUSSOLINI’S collapse, 
the document disclosed, Kesselring 
proposed to place heavy guards at 
all entrances to Vatican City: 

Hitler said in effect: “We shall 
not bother with guards. We shall 
break in there and find out from 
the Vatican records what has been 
going on behind the scenes in 
Italy. 

“We shall not respect the right 
of sanctuary in the Vatican.” 

Nuernberg prosecution sources 
said they had no documents to show 
why the Hitler plan was not carried 
out, 


Premier of P.E.I.

Won't “Hit Rocks” 


OTTAWA, Jan. 30—(CP)—Pre-

To Rand Plan 
is “Cautious”

TORONTO, Jan. 30.—(CP)—A 
61-year-old justice of the supreme 
court of Canada with a wide legal 
background—but hitherto almost 
unknown in labor relations—yes- 
terday gave Canadian employers 
and labor union leaders something 
new to think about. 

AS THE BASIS of ending a 
drawn-out dispute between the 
Ford Motor Co. of Canada at Wind- 
sor, Ont., and the United Automo- 
bile Workers’ Union (CIO), Mr. 
Justice Ivan C, Rand held—in a de- 
cision which both parties had pre- 
viously agreed to accept as binding 
that all Ford employees should 
pay union dues, whether they were 
members or nok 

That principle, new in Canadian 
labor circles at least, was directed 
at meeting the demand of the 
UAWA for a union shop requiring 
all employees to join the union and 
so support its efforts on behalf of 
the plant employees at a whole. 

IN RETURN FOR AN assured 
income of $1 a month for each em- 
ployee—about $9,000 under present 
conditions—the union was definitely 
given the responsibility of keeping 
the plant in operation and avoiding 
work stoppages, Heavy penalties 
on the union through loss of col- 
lection of its dues by the company 
and fines with loss of seniority to 
individual employees who engaged 
in non-union strikes formed the 
basis of company security. 

Reaction to the Rand formula was 
limited and cautious. 

IN OTTAWA A, R. MOSHER, 
president of the Canadian Congress 
of Labor which has been active in 
seeking clear-cut union security 
legislation, suggested the Rand 
plan might be acceptable to em- 
ployers who had opposed union 
shops. On the other hand he op- 
posed the idea of having all em- 
ployees on an equal basis when the 
union took a strike vote. 

Mr. Rand outlined his report to 
company and union representatives 
in a downtown hotel yesterday be- 
fore it was made public. A well 
known jurist, his legal experience 
included private practice in his | 
home town of Moncton, N.B., and in 
Regina and Medicine Hat, Alta., but 
his previous labor contacts had 
been largely with railway unions 
when he was counsel for the Cana- | 
dian National Railways prior to his 
Supreme Court appointment in 
1943, 

THE FORD PLANT was a mass 
production plant employing large 
numbers of semi-skilled workers 
and the plan was intended to meet 


their problems, not as a panacea for 
labor-management difficulties in 
general. | 

He put it this way: 

“I do not for a moment suggest | 
that this is a device of general ap- 
plicability. Its object is primarily 
to enable the union to function pro- 
perly. In other cases it might de- 
feat that object by lessening the | 
necessity for self-development. In 
dealing with each labor situation 
we must pay regard to its special | 
features and circumstances.” |

The prisoners were used in experiments on typhus and on 
phosphorous burns, he said, Experiments also were conducted on 


sexual hormones, 


From. 1942 to 1945 at least 600 persons, mostly Russians, were 
fatally inoculated with typhus by the Germans in order to maintain 
12 strains of the disease among the prisoners, he said. 

“We know that intravenous typhus injections neatly always are 


fatal,’ the witness declared.

By TOM WILLIAMS 
LONDON, Jan. 30—(AP)—Two 
outspoken opponents of Zionism 
told the Anglo-American committee | 
on Palestine yesterday that crea- | 
tion of a Jewish national state 
there would lead inevitably to civil 
war. 

APPEARING AFTER representa- 
tives of nine British Jewish organ- 
izations had been heard, Maj.-Gen. 
Sir Edward Spears, first British/| 
minister to Syria and the Lebanon, 
declared the Zionist movement was 
not a religious one and that it con- 
tained “many of the undesirable 
features of Nazism in Germany.” 

Dr. Agnes Maude Royden, Brit- 
ish author of “The Problem of Pal- 
estine,” recalling experiences in 
Palestine in 1938, said: “I could not 
find any case for Zionism at all.” 

“| CONSIDER THAT the worst 
offence of Zionism is that its lead- 
ers are leading Jewry into a land 
where they are deeply hated and 
will need a standing army to pre- 
vent massacres and pogroms as 
dreadful as the horrors already in- 
flicted on them,” Dr. Royden said. 

“No benefits said to be reaped 
by the Arabs from the presence of 
Zionist Jews can compensate for 
the horrors of civil war, .. If Jews 
have rights in Palestine because 1t| 
is their Holy Land, so have the 
Christians. It is their Holy Land 
also.”

Approve Plebiscife for 
Westlock Water System 


WESTLOCK—Plans for a plebis- 
cite on the sewer-water project for 
Westlock were approved at the 
annual ratepayers’ meeting in the 
Masonic Hall when H. A. Ripley, 
consulting engineer for the firm 
making the survey and Grafting 
Plans for the venture, explained 
costs and details of the proposal to 
@ well-attended meeting. 

THE SUGGESTION that water 
be incorporated with the sewer pro- 
ject brought a lively discussion 
among the more than 40 present. 

According to the figures pre- 
sented at the meeting, the sewer 
project would cost $45,426, plus ap- 
proximately $50 from each sub- 
scriber for the installation of the 
sewage line to the home. This in- 
cluded the subdivision in the vil- 
lage coverage. 

FURTHER FIGURES showed the 
annual cost to the village would be 
$4,436 for 30 years. To pay for it, 
a frontage tax of ten cents per foot 


plus an increase in tax millrate of 
2% mills would have to be imposed. 
Service charge to each subscriber 
would be $9 per year. 

On the water project, cost would 
be approximately $80,000. The an- 
hual charges, including interest, 
capital repayment, and operational 
costs, would be $9,755 for 30 years. 
To pay for it, an additional ten 
cents per foot frontage tax plus a 
2% millrate jump in taxes would 
be necessary, plus a charge to each 
consumer of $4 per month on a 
flat rate basis providing approxim- 
ately 40 gallons per day. 

A TWO-THIRDS majority was 
required to approve either sewer 
or sewer-and-water projects in the 
plebiscite, It was indicated ballots 
would be marked for these two. 
Date of the plebiscite has not yet 
been set. 

Details of the costs and plans of 
lines were left with Village Clerk 
Roulston for public inspection.

Based on Production 


The social security plan of Great Britain, 
written around the famous report by Sir 
William Beveridge, is being implemented by 
legislation and its earliest provisions have 
already made the United Kingdom one of the 
most advanced countries in the world in 
respect of an equitable division of the na- 
tional income. 

Certainly the social security of Britain 
is far ahead of that of Canada. It is not a 
perfect system, by any means, but consider- 
ing that the assault on entrenched privilege 
only began, in earnest, with David Lloyd 
George in 1909, the accomplishments are 
remarkable. 

Most remarkable of all is the fact that, 
unlike the experience of certain other coun- 
tries, notably the United States, the re- 
allocation of the national income in Britain 
has been accompanied by amazingly little 
class bitterness, There was hard feeling, and 
lots of it, when Lloyd George began his cru- 
sade. But today the business of establishing 
the right of the individual to a share in the 
fruits of production has been accepted as 
axiomatic; and in Britain, the legislative 
implementation of the Beveridge report, 
which really marks a tremendous advance 
in social evolution, has taken place with 
hardly a ripple of concern. 

The Beveridge plan and the social secur- 
ity legislation which has arisen from it are 
remarkable not for the details of distribution 
they work out nor for the benefactions they 
extend to various classes of society, but for 
the fact that they are based on the funda- 
mental truth of economics—the truth that 
national wealth is no more than national 
production. 

Two principles are true in every system; 
first, that everyone must contribute some- 
thing to the welfare of the entire group and, 
second, that everybody should get a fair 
share of the total production of the group. 

Britain’s attempt, then, to establish 
social security merely means that she is cut- 
ting the pie of national income into fairer 
slices. That is not a new idea, It has been 
tried before. But what does represent a new 
departure in social security legislation is the 
attempt to create a bigger pie so that all the 
slices will be larger. 

In other words, Britain aims at a full 
pie which means full production and thus, 
eventually, full employment. In this respect, 
since production is the only source of wealth, 


Britain’s social security plan is admirable | 


primarily for the essential soundness of its 
premises. 


Working Toward Stability 


There is an assured market in Britain for 
Canadian wheat for the next two years, and 
negotiations are proceeding hopefully for a 
four-year contract at a fixed price. This is 
the good news brought back by Hon. James 
A. MacKinnon on his return from London. 

Equally good, though less in degree, is 
the assurance that France does not intend to 
go back to the pre-war impolicy of paying 
heavy subsidies for home produced wheat. 
While this assurance is not legally binding, 
the financial position is an effective guar- 
antee that it will stand. France has no money 
to spend on fantastic schemes of national- 
istic self-sufficiency. 

The Canadian farmer is not the only man 
who can take satisfaction in this prospect 
that wheat exports are being stabilized over 
a term of years. Taxpayers of other classes 
are also entitled to gratification, for they 
would have to help make good the floor price 
to the grower should the wheat market col- 
lapse during the next five years. 

There is no chance that sales in Britain 
~—plus sales in France—will absorb the 
whole exportable surplus from Canada in 
any favorable season. But a four-year con- 
tract with Britain would establish a back- 
log demand hitherto wanting in peacetime. 
That would be a long step toward making 
wheat-growing less a gamble and more a 
stable occupation than it has been save in 
wartime. 


Why the Scarcities 


The national association of construction 
men held a convention in Winnipeg a week 
or so ago, when the retiring*president said 
the organized builders could not put up more 
than 30,000 houses in all Canada in a year. 
They are being given a chance now to find 
out why. 


The official stressed scarcity of materials | 


and scarcity of skilled tradesmen as setting 
a limit to the national house-building pro- 
gram. Hon. C. D. Howe announces now that 
a committee of the association members is 
being set up, to investigate why construc- 
tion materials are so scarce, and why there 
are not more trained carpenters and other 
building mechanics, 

Only one fault can be found with this, 
‘The action could with advantage have been 
taken sooner, and the findings of the com- 
mittee made available that much earlier, 
But as men engaged in construction work 
are already intimately in touch with con- 
ditions, the committee report may be ready 
in time for parliament to take any action 
that may be necessary at the coming session.

It is to be noted that the prospect of 
getting the steel industry going again in 
the United States brightened over the same 
week-end which saw the Government take 
control of the packing plants, the employees 
flock back to their jobs, and the packing 
industry start functioning. 

Perhaps this was just coincidence, but 
it may have been something more. The head 
of the U.S. steel corporation and the head 
of its striking employees both got to Wash- 
ington the day after the Government took 
over the packing plants, It is not at all 
fanciful to suppose the leaders foresaw sim- 
ilar official action to unlock the jam in the 
steel industry. 

That was a fair inference. In fact it was 
a logical follow-up, and an economic neces- 
sity. For the steel mills are even more im- 
portant to industrial enterprise than the 
packing plants. Without their product, fac- 
tories must close all across the country. That 
the President, having taken action in the 
one case, would take similar action in the 
other was an almost inescapable conclusion. 

If that is what brightened the outlook 
for a settlement of the steel tie-up, it is 
foreseeable that Governmnt seizure will be- 
come the established rule where an industry 
of nation-wide importance is threatened with 
a prolonged stoppage of production. If the 
threat of this, or expectation of it, tends to 
prevent such tie-ups—so much the better.

Two War Veterans 


Editor, Bulletin: We are hearing 
every day of efforts being made by 
our government to restore to, 
normal conditions the veterans of 
our armed forees. 

There is, however, one class of | 
veteran for whom very little is be- 
iug done; we refer to the Veteran 
of Two Wars. What little legisia- 
tion has been passed in his favor, 
namely the Dual Service Pension 
Order, has little to recommend it. 

This “order,” which a veteran 
can only take advantage of when 
he is in receipt of an income of 
leas than $125.00 per year and has 
attained the age of 60 years, or is 
totally incapacitated through phy- 
sical reasons, allows the veteran 
$30.00 per month if he is single and 
$60.00 per month if married. It will 
thus be seen that our government 
appears to believe thet a fair stan- 
dard of living for a veteran of two

al | 


wars is $40.00 a month for a single 
veteran and $70.00 a month for the 
married veteran; this by a govern- 
ment that recently voted MP's an 
increase of $2,000.00 per year free 
of income tax—over and above 
the $4,000.00 they were already be- 
ing paid! 

We feel that we are entitled to 
ask the committee on veterans’ af- 
fairs in the House of Commons to 
give the most generous considera- 
tion possible to a “submission” re- 
cently submitted to every member 
of parliament by this organization. 
From the replies received we feel 
sure of strong support in the 
“house.” 

The submission is a reasoned 
document, much too lengthy to re- 
produce here, but may be seen by 
anyone interested if application is 
made to the secretary, Veterans of 
Two Great Wars, Moose Hall, Cal- 
gary. 

The service of these veterans has 
shortened the reasonable expect- 
ancy of life owing to exposure to 
battle conditions, coupled with 
strenuous home war service, which

These men cannot compete on 
the labor market, and owing to age 
they are debarred from taking ad- 
vantage of the Veterans’ Land Act 
including the section dealing with 
small holdings, so that the problem 
for the great majority ‘is one of 
security for the few remaining 
years left to them. Any “just” re- 
ward, free of any “means test,” will 
he of a diminishing nature as, in 
spite of the old song, “Old Soldiers 
Never Die,” we are losing them | 
daily as they answer their last “Roll 
Call.”

“Gambling on Results” 


Leafs’ Babe Pratt 
Expelled from NHL 


MONTREAL, Jan. 30.—* 


(CP)—Walter (Babe) Pratt, | 
defenceman with Toronto 
Maple Leafs in the National 
Hockey League, was expelled 
by the league and the Toronto 
club because of refusal to 
conform to the rules of the 
league, Mervyn (Red) Dut-| 
ton, league president, said 
last night in amplifying an 
earlier announcement that 
Pratt had been expelled “for 


conduct prejudicial to the} 
welfare of hockey.” 
Dutton said that Pratt was 


known to be friendly with gamblers 
and had been suspected for some 
time of breaking 
the N.HL.L. rule > 4% 
which forbids * 
players to bet on 
the outcome of 
league games, 
even if the teams 
to which they be- 
long is not in- 
volved. 

HE ADDED 
that the original 
information came 
to him from New 
York, and he went 
to Toronto to 
carry out his own 
investigation. He had uncovered 
evidence to prove that Pratt had 
been gambling, but there was no 
evidence and ‘he did not believe 
that Pratt had been gambling 
against the Leafs. Mr. Dutton has 
a signed statement from Pratt, but 
he would not disclose its contents. 

The Toronto players had been 
warned a year ago against gamb- 
ling, Dutton said, and not long ago! 
officials of the Toronto club re- 
peated the warning, but the gamb- 
ling continued. 

Dutton said: “A committee of 
three, chosen from among the 
league’s board of governors, will 
hear Pratt’s appeal, if he cares to 
make one, But we are determined 
to keep our game clean and if 
Pratt's appeal fails, it may serve 
to impress other players that we 
intehd to enforce the anti-gambling 
rule. 

“If a player refuses to conform 
to the rules of the league there is 
only one thing to do and that is to 
discipline him. That is why Pratt 
was expelled.” 

PRESIDENT DUTTON elaborat- 
ed as follows: “I have evidence that 
Pratt gambled on hockey games. 
He had been warned by the ‘Toronto 
club about gambling before. In 
fact, all Toronto players had been 
warned. So had other clubs of the 
league.” 

“I was faced,” Dutton continued, 
“with reports that Pratt was gambl- 
ing. I appointed an investigator, who 
brought me the evidence, Pratt ad- 
mitted he had been gambling.” 

“There is no evidence whatso- 
ever,” Dutton emphasized, “that 
Pratt has ever wagered against his 
own team. Nevertheless he has ig- 
nored warnings against wagering.” 

“THE GOOD NAME of profes- 
sional hockey,” Dutton said, “can't 
be jeopardized to protect one play- 
er” 

The NHL president said he had 
personally interviewed Pratt and 
that during the conversation the 
Toronto defenceman had told him 
about an unsuccessful effort to 
bribe him to throw a game. 

“I want to emphasize the fact,” 
Dutton added, “that there is no 
scandal in connection with this 


case, Pratt is being disciplined for

Memphis a very elderly gentle- 
man played these cards against me, 
and he led the jack of spades: 
I made the mistake of covering 
with the queen. Why was this a 
mistake? Because ordinarily no 
player will lead the jack unless 
he hold the jack-ten, and if the 
jack is not covered, he will go up 
with dummy’s king and finesse the 
ten on the way back. Of course, if 
South holds the ace-jack-ten and 
West covers with the queen, he has 
no problem whatever. Never before 
had I seen anyone lead the jack 
when it was not backed up by the 
ten, and through my mistake in 
covering with the queen, my partner 
and I made a spade trick. 

A week later at the Florida State 
tournament at Delray I picked up 
the same combination of cards. 
This time I was declarer, playing 
against Peter Leventritt, who had 
been on my team in Memphis. I 
led the Jack of spades and Leven- 
tritt did not make the mistake of 
covering with the queen; so I played 
low from dummy and picked up the

LONDON, Jan. 30—(CP)—Mrs 
Leopold Amery, recently invested 
by the King with the insignia of 
the Imperial Order of the Crown 
of India, looks back to her native 
Canada as a‘ country “great in ma- 
terial and spiritual prospects.” 

“Canada proved her worth in the 
war and she will have an even 
greater share in the era of peace,” 
said this frail, white-haired woman 
who lived in Whitby, Ont., until she 
married Rt. Hon. L. S. Amery, 
former secretary of state for India, 
in 1910. 

MRS. AMERY, whose son, John, 
was executed Dec. 19 for treason, 
said Canada was too far removed 
from the war to be infected by the 
“vengeful spirit that is abroad in 
Europe today.” 

“Vengeance is negative and no 
good ever comes of it,” she said. 
“The spirit of forbearance is what 
is most needed in the world now, 1 
am looking anxiously for a ray of 
mercy to illumine this grim, post- 
war gloom.”

Crown of India. 

Unexpectedly, just before Chris'- 
mas, she was called to Buckingham 
Palace and there given a special 
audience with the King, The Im- 
perial Order is seldom bestowed 
upon a woman and, so far as is 
known, no other Canadian-born 
woman has received it. 

“I was naturally very surprised 
she said. “I did what I could to 
help Indian servicemen over here 
and in prison camps, chiefly be- 
cause I thought it was worth doing 
partly because the work was com- 
plementary to my husband's posi 
tion as secretary of state for India.”
